touch of stage fright. 
But she con­ 
tinued jerkily, finally lurched for­ 
ward and let go a blown hiccup. 
W ith a sudden shock the audience 
realized she was dead drunk. 
And 
the curtain rolled down. 
Then there was that grand ges­ 
ture of Robert Warwick in averting 
a first night panic. 
An acrid, burn­ 
ing odor was making the house rest­ 
less. 
A coil of smoke puffed out of 
the ceiling. 
A scream and the audi­ 
ence arose in pandemonium. 
W ar­ 
wick stepped to the lights with a 
graceful speech and saved the day. 
At the old Knickerbocker a cele­ 
brated actor at his premiere wos 
suddenly stricken with a dumbness. 
After several prom ptings from the 
wings, he walked toward his audi­ 
ence and in a white-faced calm 
said: ’ I iegret but I have completely 
forgot my lines.” 
He suffered a 
nervous breakdown next day.

Pittsburgh <AP>—A new era of 
higher speed railroad travel in fore­ 
cast by simultaneous scientific de­ 
velopments in Pittsburgh and Han­ 
over. Germany. 
Standard American trains doing 
90 miles an hour are in p ro se d , 
while the German development ta a 
new. light coach type that already 
exceeds IOO miles 
The new step in both hemispheres 
is the same, overcoming the power­ 
ful braking effect of plain air. and 
in both cases streamlining does it.

present shaped train,

miles an hour streamlining saves 35 
per cent of the power. 
Much Power Now Lost 
Models of 
trains 
now 
running 
show that at 50 miles an hour one- 
third of their power is expended in 
bucking air resistance. At 60 miles 
this increases to 45 per cent, and 
at 90 miles to 60 per cent. 
Even the state of 
the 
weather 
runs into money in changing 
the 
air resistance at speeds of 90 miles 
an hour. 
A low barometer adds about two 
per cent to the power required to 
maintain this speed. The low baro­ 
meter means heavier air. 
A high 
temperature s likely to cut down 
resistance by about two 
per 
cent 
because it accompanies lighter air. 
The 
Hanover experiment is a 
streamlined 50-passenger car called 
the "Plying Railway." It has a nose 
like an airship and a rear-end pro­ 
peller that pushes it over the rails 
at a "normal” speed of 110 miles an 
hour. 
This "airplane speed" is achieved 
with a 12-cylinder airplane motor of 
500 horsepower. 
A fuel consump­ 
tion of a quart of gasoline per mile 
at such speeds indicates what can 
be done to railway operating costs 
by substituting p ro filers for driv­ 
ing wheels. 
Four miles to the gallon with 50 
passengers aboard is cheap trans­ 
portation; and even this is to be 
bettered by installing a hcavy-oil 
airplane motor.

wheels" at HO miles an hour is a 
big disappointment to the passen­ 
ger who expects a 
thrill. 
Except 
that telegraph poles and trees are 
blurring past 
the windows at an 
abnormal rate, there is no sensation 
of unusual speed 
On the contrary, a cup of coffee 


served en route shows far less ten­ 
dency to Jump off the .saucer than is 
common in the 
ordinary 
railway 
dining car at a speed of 50 miles 
an hour. 
Blindfolded, the average 
passenger would swear he couldn’t 
be moving at more than 30 miles an 
hour. 
Like G iant Worm

observer head-on it Iooks much like 
a gigantic metal 
worm 
slithering 
toward him with menace in its oddly 
slanting eyes.

"eyes" really 
are streamlined

Seen directly from the rear, on 
the other hand, the coach resem­ 
bles a ship
